Bill Doherty, Australia’s Champion, May Prove a Good ‘Un---St. Louis Has 
a Sporting Senator---Gossip in the World of Pugilism.

The refusal of the authorities in Connecticut 
and Kentucky to permit McGovern and Young 
Corbett to fight has had its effect in other localities, 
The bids for the fight were opened at the stipulated 
time last week, and to the amazement of the pugilists 
and their managers only two offers were received, and 
those were of such an uninviting character that It was 
deemed wise to extend the time further in the hope 
that more attractive offerings might come in. Botn 
bids were on the percentage order, and neither of the 
clubs would agree to give a guarantee, and only 50 per 
cent of the gross receipts. One offer came from Phila- 
delphia, but as six-round bouts and no decision is the 
only kind of fistic contests which the authorities of the 
city of eternal somnolence permit, 1t 1s evident that no 
champtonshiv contest could be fought under those 
conditions, and the necessity for looking elsewhere is 
obvious. The other offer came from the Hayes Valley 
Club of San Francisco, and since McGovern and Cor 
bett have been placed In the same category as heavy- 
weights, in the eyes of the law, California is the best 
available spot in this country for the contest. Further- 
more, there is no time left for diily-dallying, or delay. 
for the articles of agreement binding the men to battle 
only hold good until December 23, and If the fight is not 
pulled off by that time, then the articles are void, and 
the men can go their separate ways, and perhaps may 
never be matched, This is a condition not at all desired. 
The general public is deeply interested in seeing this 
pair settle the mooted question which has been so long 
held in abeyance, and to permit the agreement to be 
nullified for want of action would only bring censure 
down upon one or both, If there is only one bid in the 
box it should be accepted and arrangements made for a 
contest within a month, The public is getting tired of 
listening to 80 much talk and no action, and wants to 
see the question of supremacy settled. 

The question of superiority between these two men 
is now @ much discussed topic. Corbett has had a 
chance to show himself in limited round contests since 
his last go with MeGovern, but the latter has not been 
seen in action for nearly nine months. His only fight 
after his go at Hartford last Thanksgiving day was the 
contest with Dave Sullivan at Louisville. McGovern 
knocked Sullivan out in the fifteenth round. Some of 
the friends of the little Brooklyn fighter thought that 
his long fight with Sullivan demonstrated that Terry 
was not the same man he was when he whipped the 
best of them several years ago. Others argued that 
McGovern showed that he was Just rounding into form 
again and would beat Corbett when they met for the 
second time, Of course it’s all a matter of opinion, but 
at the same time there seems to be plenty of money in 
sight to back up these opinions, and there is every 


reason to believe that if the little fellows fight this | 


winter, as the sports now hope for, the contest will be 
well worth a long journey to see, 

Young Corbett’s only fauwr pas was his inability to 
knock Crocky Boyle out in Philadelphia the other 
evening. Boyle caught the little champton out of con- 


dition and made matters decidedly warm for him dur- | 


ing the brief but eventful battle. Those six-round, no- 
decision affairs, that they have in the Quaker City, are an 
xnbomination anyway and have done more to tarnish 
the reputations of first-class pugilists than any other 
scheme that was ever devised. A champion goes there 
expecting to meet a local man with @ passable repu- 
tation. He knows he only has to go six rounds, is 
invariably given a guarantee, win or lose—there is no 
possible chance to lose unless he is knocked out, and 
aus this is not at all likely he neglects to do any train- 
ing, and fat and slow he takes a chance of putting one 
over and Knocking his opponent out in quick order. 
The local opponent realizes the importance of making 
a good showing and always trains like a trojan and 
presents himself in the ring in first-class condition, 
What is the result? The champion finds himself ata 
disadvantage, and if he fails to knock his opponent out 
all the credit goes to the latter, no matter how badly he 
is punished. Consider how serious it would have been 
for Young Corbett for Crocky Boyle to have walloped 
him on the lug, the other night, and put him down and 
out. His chances then of getting an offer to fight Mc- 
Govern would have been extremely remote. 
@ 

Jim Corbett is gradually working his way 
Westward to a locality sufficiently close to California 
to justify him in asking Jim Jeffries to meet him for 
the purpose of arranging the much talked of battle for 
the championship next May. Although Jeffries isn’t 
saying very much on the subject it is obvious from 
what the former champion says that a contest has been 
practically arranged. fle wants to make one more 
eflort to regain the championship, and that he is sin- 
cere in the statement that he is willing and anxious to 
fight Jeffries again must be believed in view of the fact 
that. while he 1s touring the country in his monologue 
at the vaudeville theatres, not a day passes but what he 
finds time to spend an hour or two at some gymnasium 
taking light exercise,in order to keep in condition. 
Corbett asserts that he has been taking a systematic 
course of training for more than a year, and that he is 
in better physical condition to-day than he has been at 
apy time since he won the championship from Sulli- 
van in 1892. Corbett’s showing with Jeffries in their 
fight at Coney Island, in 1900, was a revelation to even 
most intimate friends, but even at this te day

rounds. For instance, “Brooklyn Jimmy” Carroll, 
former manager for John L. Sullivan, says that up to 
the twentieth round in the Coney Isiand fight Jeffries 
was not trying his best—but that after he had carried 
out his part of the agreement, beginning with the 
twenty-first round, he found no trouble in putting it all 
over Corbett, and finally dropping him in the twenty- 
thir! round, 

Considered from a cold, unbiased standpoint, such an 
argument is absurd. Corbett would have given his 
right eye to have beaten Jeffries and regained the title 
which he lost to Fitzsimmons, and which to him was

tion of the world at large. Knowing how great was 
Corbett’s ambition to regain the championship it is not 
at all likely that Jeffries would have entered into any 
agreement to let Corbett stay one round, to say nothing 
of twenty, considering the chances involved in all con- 
tests of this character, and the additional possibility of 

; Corbett ignoring the terms of an agreement to cross 
him, and by so doing, gather in the great prize to 
which he aspired. I saw the fight, and nobody could 
by argument convince me that both men were not trv- 
ing to win at all stages of the proceedings. Corbett was 
exasperating in his efforts to Jab the Los Angeles man, 
and had his blows had sufficient power benind them it 
is hardly likely that Jeffries, with all his abnormal 
strength, could have withstood them and been able to 
deliver the grand coup in the twenty-third round which 
turned the tide of success in his favor. It is not a fact 
that he fought any better after the twentieth round 
than he did befcre. Inthe two rounds preceding the 
last Corbett still kept uy his rapid-fire delivery at long 
range, sprinting and ducking away from the powerful 
blows aimed at him by his adversary. The blow that 
knocked him out was due to a miscalculation of the 
distunce behind him to the ropes. Hethought he had 
room enough to slip out under Jeffries’ arm in deliver- 
ing a counter, but found himself nailed the 
ropes. It was the one mistake he made entire 
fight. and it was a costly one.

It has become a traditional saying among 
fistic critics that anybody who can hit Jeffries hard 
enough to jar him or knock him down can beat him, 
That he has never been knocked down ina fight is 
u fact, but Jim Corbett, in face of allthe boilermaker’s 
denials that he never was punched hard enough to 
“rock” him, claims that he enjoys the distinction of 
once having knocked him out. He relates the incident
